Speci al Access Service provides a transm ssion path to connect custoner

desi gnated prenises*, directly, through a Tel ephone Conpany hub or hubs where
bridging or multiplexing functions are perforned, or to connect a custoner
desi gnated prenmises and a WATS Serving Ofice. Special Access Service

i ncludes all exchange access not utilizing Tel ephone Conpany end office
swi t ches.

The connections provided by Special Access Service can be either anal og or
digital. Analog connections are differentiated by spectrum and bandwi dt h.
Digital connections are differentiated by bit rate.

7.1.1Channel Types

There are seven types of channels used to provide Special Access
Services. Each type has its own characteristics. Al are
subdi vi ded by one or nore of the follow ng:

- Transm ssi on specifications,
- Bandwi dt h

- Speed (i.e., bit rate),

- Spect rum

Custoners can order a basic channel and select froma list of
avai l abl e transm ssion paraneters and channel interfaces those that
they desire to nmeet specific conmunications requirenents.

For purposes of ordering channels, each has been identified as a
type of Special Access Service. However, such identification is not
intended to limt a custoner's use of the channel nor to inply that
the channel is limted to a particular use. For exanple, if a
custonmer's equi pnment is capable of transmtting voice over a channel
that is identified as a Metallic Service in this tariff, there is no
restriction against doing so.

Tel ephone Conpany Centrex CO and CO-li ke switches are considered to be a custoner
desi gnated prenises for purposes of this tariff.

7.1.1Channel Types (Cont'd)

Following is a brief description of each type of channel:

Metallic - a channel for the transm ssion of |ow speed varying
signals at rates up to 30 baud.

Tel egraph Grade - a channel for the transm ssion of binary signals
at rates of 0 to 75 baud or 0 to 150 baud.

Voi ce Grade - a channel for the transm ssion of anal og signals
wi thin an approxi mate bandwi dth of 300 to 3000 Hz.

Program Audio - a channel for the transm ssion of audio signals.
The nom nal frequency bandwi dths are from 200 to 3500 Hz, from 100
to 5000 Hz, fromb50 to 8000 Hz, or 50 to 15000 Hz.

Video - a channel for the transm ssion of standard 525 line 60 field
nonochrome or National Tel evision Systenms Conmittee col or video
signal and one or two associated 5 or 15 kHz audio signals. The
bandwi dth is either 30 Hz to 4.5 Miz or 30 Hz to 6.6 MHz.

Digital Data - a channel for the digital transm ssion of synchronous
serial data at rates of 2.4, 4.8, 9.6, 19.2, 56.0 or 64.0 kbps.

Hi gh Capacity - a channel for the transm ssion of isochronous
serial digital data at rates of 1.544 or 44.736 Nbps.

Det ai | ed descriptions of each of the channel types are provided in
7.5 through 7.11 foll ow ng.

The custoner also has the option of ordering Voice Gade and High
Capacity facilities (i.e., 1.544 Mops and 44.736 Mops) to Tel ephone
Conpany hubs for nultiplexing to individual channels of a | ower
capacity or bandwi dth. Descriptions of the types of nultiplexing
avai l abl e at the hubs, as well as the nunber of individual channels
whi ch may be derived fromeach type of facility are set forth in 7.7
and 7.11 foll ow ng. Addi tionally, the custoner may specify
optional features for the individual channels derived fromthe
facility to further tailor the channel to neet specific

conmmuni cations requirenments. Descriptions of the optional features
and functions available are set forth in 7.2.1 (C follow ng.

For exanple, a custonmer may order a 44.736 Mps High Capacity
channel from a custoner designated prenmises to a Tel ephone Conpany
hub for multiplexing to twenty-eight (28) 1.544 Mps channels. The
1.544 Mops channels may be further multiplexed at the same or a
different hub to Voice Grade channels or nmay be extended to other
customer designated prem ses or hubs. Optional features may be
added to either the 1.544 Mops or the Voice G ade channels.

Channel interfaces are described in 15.3
fol | ow ng.

Cust om zed techni cal specifications packages will be provided where
technically feasible. |If the Tel ephone Conpany determ nes that the
requested paraneter specifications are not conpatible, the custoner
wi Il be advised and given the opportunity to change the order.

Wien a custom zed channel is ordered the custoner will be notified
whet her Additional Engi neering Charges apply. In such cases, the
customer will be given an estimate of the hours to be billed before
any further action is taken on the order.

The channel description specifies the characteristics of the basic
channel and indi cates whether the channel is provided between

cust omer designated prem ses, between a custoner designated prem ses
and a Tel ephone Conpany hub where bridging or nultiplexing functions
are perforned between hubs, or between a custoner designated

prenmi ses and a WATS Serving O fice.

(A) Information pertaining to the technical specifications packages
i ndi cates the transm ssion paraneters that are available with
each package. This information is displayed in a matrix with
the transm ssion parameters |listed down the left side and the
packages listed across the top. Each package is identified by
a code, e.g., VGC. The first two letters of the code indicate
the category of Special Access Service to which the paraneters
are applicable. These two letter codes are shown above in
parent heses follow ng the category of Special Access Service.
The letter "C' following the two letter code indicates the
techni cal specifications package for a custom zed service. The
letter "w' following the two letter code indicates the
techni cal specifications package for a voice grade Speci al
Access Service used in the provision of WATS or WATS-type
service using a Tel ephone Conpany desi gnated WATS Servi ng
Ofice. A nuneric or al pha-nuneric designation follow ng the
two letter code indicates the specific predefined package. For
a custom zed service, the custoner nmay sel ect any paraneters
available with that category of service as long as the
paraneters are conpatible. \Wen appropriate, the Technical
Ref erence whi ch contains detail ed specifications for the
paranmeters is shown follow ng the matrix.

(B) Channel interfaces at each Point of Termi nation on a two-point
service may be symetrical or asynetrical. On a nultipoint
service they may al so by synetrical or asynetrical, but
communi cations can only be provi ded between conpatible
interfaces. Only certain channel interfaces are conpatible.
These are set forth in 15.3 following, in a conbination format.

(C© Only certain channel interface conbinations are available with
the predefined technical specifications packages. These are
delineated in the Technical References set forth in (F)
followi ng. When a custonized channel is requested, all channel
interface conbinations available with the specified type of
service are available with the custom zed channel .

Alternate Use occurs when a service is arranged by the Tel ephone
Conpany so that the customer can select different types of

transm ssion at different times. A custoner nmay use a service in
any privately beneficial manner. However, where technical or

engi neering changes are required to effectuate an alternate use, the
Tel ephone Conpany wi Il nmake such special arrangenents avail able on
an individual case basis.

The arrangenent required to transfer the service fromone operation

to the other (i.e., the transfer relay and control leads) wll be
rated and provided on an individual case basis and filed in Section
12., Specialized Service or Arrangenents. The custoner will pay the

stated tariff rates for the Access Service rate elements for the
service ordered (i.e., Channel Term nations, Channel M eage (as
applicable) and Optional Features and Functions (if any).

7.1.5Special Facilities Routing

A custoner may request that the facilities used to provide Speci al
Access Service be specially routed. The regul ations, rates and
charges for Special Facilities Routing (i.e., Avoidance, Diversity
and Cable-Only) are set forth in 11. foll ow ng.

7.1.6Design Layout Report

At the request of the custonmer, the Tel ephone Conpany wi |l provide
to the custoner the nake-up of the facilities and services provided
under this tariff as Special Access Service to aid the custoner in
designing its overall service. This information will be provided in
the formof a Design Layout Report. The Design Layout Report will
be provided to the custoner at no charge, and will be reissued or
updat ed whenever these facilities are materially changed.

For Voi ce Grade anal og services, acceptance test wll include
tests for loss, 3-tone slope, DC continuity, operational
signaling, Cnotched noise, and C nessage noi se when these
paraneters are applicable and specified in the order for
service.

For other analog services (i.e., Metallic, Tel egraph, Program
Audi o, and Video) and for digital services (i.e., Digital Data
and Hi gh Capacity) service, acceptance tests will include tests
for the paraneters applicable to the service as specified by
the customer in the order for service.

In addition to the above tests, Additional Cooperative
Acceptance Testing for Voice Grade service to test other
paraneters, as described in 13.3.2 following, is available at
the custoner's request.

Term nation (POT) and the type of signaling capability, if any.
The signaling capability itself is provided as an optional
feature as set forth in (C) following. One Channel Term nation
charge applies per custoner designated prem ses at which the
channel is termnated. This charge will apply even if the

cust omer designated prem ses and the serving wire center are
co-located in a Tel ephone Conpany buil di ng.

For DS3 Hi gh Capacity Service, the Channel Term nation rates
are made up of the DS3 Capacity Interface rate and the DS3
Channel Installed rate. The Capacity Interface rate is
dependent upon the capacity ordered (i.e., Capacity Interface
of 1, 3, 6 or 12) and is applicable at each custoner designated
prenises. The capacity ordered is the maxi num nunber of DS3
services that can be ternminated on a given service at the
customer designated prem ses (e.g., a capacity of 3 can
termnate 1, 2, or 3 DS3 services). One DS3 channel installed
rate applies per custoner designated prem ses at which the
channel is terminated for each DS3 channel that is ordered.
These charges will apply even if the custoner designated
prenmises and the serving wire center are collocated in a

t el ephone conpany bui |l di ng.

(B) Channel M eage

The Channel Ml eage rate category provides for the end office
equi prent and the transmi ssion facilities between the serving
wire centers associated with two custoner designated preni ses,
between a serving wire center associated with a custoner

desi gnated prenises and a Tel ephone Conpany hub or between two
Tel ephone Conpany hubs. Channel M| eage rates are nmade up of
t he Channel Ml eage Facility rate and the Channel M| eage
Termi nation rate.

(1) Channel Mleage Facility

The Channel Ml eage Facility rate recovers the cost for
the transm ssion path which extends between the Tel ephone
Conpany serving wire centers and/or hub(s) and includes
primarily outside plant used to provide the facility.

(2) Channel M| eage Term nation

The Channel Ml eage Termination rate recovers the cost for
end of fice equi pment associated with term nating the
facility (i.e., basic circuit equi pnent and term nations
at serving wire centers and hubs). The Channel M| eage
Term nation rate will apply at the serving wire center(s)
for each custoner designated prem ses and Tel ephone
Conpany hub where the channel is termnated. |If the
Channel Ml eage is between Tel ephone conpany bri dgi ng
hubs, the Channel Ml eage Termination rate will apply per
Tel ephone Conpany desi gnated hub. Wen the Channel

M| eage Facility is zero (i.e., co-located serving wire
centers), neither the Channel Ml eage Facility nor the
Channel Ml eage Term nation rate will apply.

Optional Features and Functions

The Optional Features and Functions rate category provides for
optional features and functions which may be added to a Specia
Access Service to inprove its quality or utility to neet
speci fi ¢ comunications requirenents. These are not
necessarily identifiable with specific equi pnent, but rather
represent the end result in terns of perfornmance
characteristics which may be obtained. These characteristics
may be obtained by using various conbinations of equi prent.

Al t hough the equi pnent necessary to performa specified
function may be installed at various |locations along the path
of the service, they will be charged for as a single rate

el ement .

Exanpl es of Optional Features and Functions that are avail able
include, but are not limted to, the foll ow ng:

- Signaling Capability
- Hubbi ng Functi ons

- Condi ti oni ng

- Transfer Arrangenents

A hub is a Tel ephone Conpany designated serving wire center at
whi ch bridging or nultiplexing functions are performed. The
bridgi ng functions perforned are to connect three or nore
customer designated premi ses in a nultipoint arrangenent. The
mul ti pl exi ng functions are to channelize analog or digita
facilities to individual services requiring a | ower capacity or
bandw dt h.

7.2 Rate Regul ations (Cont'd)

7.2.2Types of Rates and Charges

There are three types of rates and charges. These are nonthly
rates, daily rates and nonrecurring charges. The rates and charges
are described as follows:

(A) Mnthly Rates

Monthly rates are recurring rates that apply each nonth or
fraction thereof that a Special Access Service is provided
For billing purposes, each nonth is considered to have 30 days.

(B) Daily Rates

Daily rates are recurring rates that apply to each 24 hour
period or fraction thereof that a Program Audi o or Video
Speci al Access Service is provided for part-tine use. For
pur poses of applying daily rates, the 24 hour period is not
limted to a cal endar day.

Part-tinme Video or Program Audi o Service provided within a
consecutive 30 day period will be charged the daily rate, not
to exceed an anpunt equal to the nonthly rate. For each
subsequent day or part day, a charge equal to 1/30th of the
nonthly rate shall apply.

Nonr ecurring Charges

Nonrecurring charges are one-tinme charges that apply for
specific work activity (i.e., installation or change to an

exi sting service). The types of nonrecurring charges that
apply for Special Access Service are: installation of service
installation of optional features and functions, and service
rearrangenents.

(1) Installation of Service

Nonrecurring charges apply to each service installed. The
nonrecurring charges for the installation of service are
set forth in each channel type as a nonrecurring charge
for the Channel Term nation.

(2) Installation of Optional Features and Functions

Nonrecurring charges apply for the installation of sonme of
the optional features and functions available w th Special
Access Service. The charge applies whether the feature or
function is installed coincident with the initia
installation of service or at any tine subsequent to the
installation of the service.

The optional features for which nonrecurring charges apply
are:

- Voi ce Grade Data Capability

- Voi ce Grade Tel ephoto Capability
- Pr ogram Audi o Gain Condi tioning
- Pr ogram Audi o Stereo

Servi ce Rearrangenents

Service rearrangenents are changes to existing (installed)
services which may be administrative only in nature, as
set forth follow ng, or that involve actual physica
change to the service. Changes to pending orders are set
forth in 5.2.2 preceding.

Changes in the physical |ocation of the point of
term nation or custoner designated prenises are noves as
set forth in 7.2.3 follow ng.

Changes in the type of Service, Channel Term nation which
result in a change of the m nimum period requirement wll
be treated as a discontinuance of the service and an
installation of a new service

Changes in ownership or transfer of responsibility from
one custoner to another will be treated as a

di sconti nuance of the service and an installation of a new
service, except under those conditions as set forth in
2.1.2(A) preceding

Admi ni strative changes will be nmade without charge(s) to
the custoner. Admnistrative changes are as foll ows:

- Change of custonmer nane when the change of nane is
not the result of a transfer or change of ownership
or responsibility,

- Change of custoner or custoner's end user prem ses
address when the change of address is not a result of
a physical relocation of equipnent,

- Change in billing data (name, address, or contact
narme or tel ephone nunber),

- Change of agency authorizati on,

- Change of custonmer circuit identification,

Al'l other service rearrangenents will be charged for as
foll ows:

- If the change involves the addition of other custoner
desi gnated prenises to an existing nultipoint
service, the nonrecurring charge for the channel
termnation or will apply. The charge(s) will apply
only for the location(s) that is being added.

- If the change involves the addition of an optional
feature or function which has a separate nonrecurring
charge, that nonrecurring charge will apply.

- If the change involves changing the type of signaling
on a Voice Grade service, a charge equal to the Voice
Grade channel termnation rate el ement nonrecurring
charge will apply. The charge will apply per service
term nati on affected.

- For all other changes, including the addition of an
optional feature or function w thout a separate
nonrecurring charge, a charge equal to a channel
term nation or cross-connect nonrecurring charge will
apply.

Tel ephone Conpany hubs or between the serving wire center associ ated
with a custoner designated prem ses and a WATS serving office.

prenmi ses would normal |y obtain dial tone.

M | eage charges are shown with each channel type. To determ ne the
rate to be billed, first conpute the nileage using the V&H

coordi nates nethod, as set forth in the EXCHANGE CARRI ER ASSCCI ATI ON
TARIFF F.C.C. NO 4, then multiply the resulting nunber of mles
times the Channel MIleage Facility per nmle rate, and add the
Channel Ml eage Termination rate for each term nation. Wen the
calculation results in a fraction of a mle, always round up to the
next whole nmile before determning the mleage and applying the
rates.

When hubs are involved, mleage is conputed and rates applied
separately for each section of the Channel Ml eage, i.e., custoner
desi gnated prenises serving wire center to hub, hub to hub and/or
hub to customer designated prem ses serving wire center.

Wen placing an Access Order the custoner
will specify the desired hub. EXCHANGE CARRI ER ASSCCI ATI ON TARI FF
F.C.C. NO 4 identifies serving wire centers, hub |locations and the
type of nultiplexing functions avail abl e.

Sone of the types of nultiplexing available include the follow ng:

- fromhigher to lower bit rate
- from higher to | ower bandwi dth
- fromdigital to voice frequency channel s

Point to point services may be provided on channels of these
services to a hub. The transni ssion performance for the point to
poi nt service provided between custoner designated prem ses will be
that of the |ower capacity or bit rate. For exanple, when a 1.544
Mops channel is nmultiplexed to voice frequency channels, the
transm ssion performance of the channelized services will be Voice
Grade, not High Capacity.
